Text—Lord, teach us to pray. 
—Luke 11:1. 

I am sure that every child of 
God who may read this text, 
will instantly recall a time when 
this prayer has left their lips. 
Lord teach me to pray. What 
do we mean by this? Lord 
teach me how to use fine lan- 
guage and make long beautiful 
prayers so that men may hear?

We find in Matt. 6:9-15 where 
Jesus taught His disciples how 
to pray. 

“Our Father which art in 
heaven, Hallowed by thy name, 
Thy Kingdom come, Thy will 
be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread. And forgive us our 
debts, as we forgive our debtors. 
And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For 
thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, forever. 
Amen.” 

We do not believe that Jesus 
meant for us to follow this 
prayer as a form, but we believe 
He gave it as an outline by 
which we might come to Him 
in an acceptable way. 

So often we fall down before 
Him and cry, Oh, Lord, give me, 
give me; but we notice the first

‘of anyone, implies a professed 
dependence on him and a devot- 
ed subjection to him, so when 
we are baptized in the name of 
the Trinity, it cannot possibly 
mean less than the declaration 
of our utter dependence upon 
the three persons in the trinity, 
and our entire consecration and 
devotion to them jointly and 
equally. We honor the Son as 
we do the Father; and-we honor 
the Holy Ghost as we do the 
Son. This includes faith in the 
incarnation and offices of the 
Son, and in the offices and oper- 
ation of the Holy Ghost. 


All these are objects of dis- 
tinct profession and where they 
are not acknowledged, there can 
be no true Christian baptism. 

In the name of the Trinity, 
Christian baptism is a standing 
testimony of the doctrine of the 
Holy Trinity, Proof is found in 
the formula or forms of words 
used by the Lord Jesus when He 
commanded His disciples to go 
and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things, whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world. Jesus 
said, “In the name,” not in the 
names, 


The names are one, but the 
persons are three, each mani- 
festly represented as being co- 
equal. Thus does the rite of 
baptism most clearly and abso- 
lutely mark the unity and divine 
character of the sacred three, 
who becomes our one and only 
God, and we become His people. 
The use of this formula in the 
name of the Father, Son and 
the Holy Ghost, may be traced 
up to the first ages of the Chris- 
tian church. 

Its use declares the real 
impart of Christian baptism 
which is never truly per- 
formed, but when the Trinity in 
unity is acknowledged. As we 
said in the beginning there are 
spurious doctrines being taught 
to-day. It doubtless is surpris- 
ing to some to see that certain 
persons professing deep spiritu- 
ality and insight into the Word 
of God, are trying to teach that 
to be baptized in the name of 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost 
is unscriptural and wrong; and 
that all who have been thus 
baptized must renounce their 
baptism and be rebaptized in the 
name of Jesus only. 

Such teaching may surprise 
some, but not those who know 
the origin and the principal ex- 
ponent of this God dishonoring 
doctrine. In the attempt to 
exalt Jesus at the expense of 
the Father and the Holy Ghost, 
they deny all of them. Any 
{such an attempt to mutilate the 
adorable Trinity, immediately 
reveals the cloven foot of the 
devil. In Acts 2:38, and 19:5, 
etc., the apostles, in using the 
name of the Lord Jesus in refer- 
ence to water baptism, does so, 
for the express purpose of call- 
ing attention to the distinction 
between the baptism of John 
and Christian baptism. The 
apostles had no thought of in- 
stituting a different baptism 
from what Jesus instituted.

“Prove all things; hold fast 
that which is good.” Does it 
make any difference what one 
believes, since he is sincere? 
“God hath from the beginning 
chosen you to salvation through 
sanctification of the Spirit and 


belief of the truth.” 2 Thess. 
3:38. 
Note. Doctrine affects the 


life, but truth leads to life. 

Sincerity is a virtue but it is 
not the test of sound doctrine. 

Some people say, it matters 
not what god one serves so long 
as he is sincere, any more than 
he would think of saying, it 
matters not what one eats or 
drinks; so long as he relishes 
what he eats and drinks, or 
what road he travels so long as 
he thinks he ison _ the right 
road. God wills that we shall 
know the truth and He has 
made provision whereby we 
may know what is truth. 

Did Joshua think it imma- 
terial what god Israel served? 
“now, therefore, fear the Lord, 
and serve Him in sincerity and 
in truth; and put away the gods 
which your fathers served on 
the other side of the flood, and 
in Egypt; and, serve ye the 
Lord. And if it seem evil unto 
you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will 
serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the Amorites, in 
whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord. Joshua 24:14, 15. 

How may we prove the truth- 
fulness of any doctrine? Prove 
all things; hold fast that which 
is good. 1 Thess. 5:21. By 
what should we test or prove all 
doctrine, “To the law and to the 
testimony: if they speak not ac- 
cording to this word, it is be- 
cause there is no light in them. 
Isaiah 8:20. 

The Bible is the test of all 
doctrine. Whatever does not 
harmonize with this, is not to 
be received. There is but one 
standard of right and wrong, 
and that is the Bible. In Eph. 
4:14 we find this Scripture: 
“That we henceforth be no 
more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every 
wind of doctrine.” What is 
wind of doctrine?

Such a thought to us would be 
an impossibility, preposterous 
and utterly without foundation. 

“Even unto the end,” baptism 
as institysed by Jesus, according 
to Matt. 28:19, 20 was, if words 
are to have any significance at 
all, to be taught and practiced 
unto the end of the world. The 
observers or the non-observers 
of these commands, was the 
condition, upon which He 
promised to be with them, even 
unto the end of the world. And 
yet, some have gotten so far 
away from the Word and Spirit 
of the Lord Jesus that they 
think they can afford to ignore 
these truths. 
are rampant in the land, and 
are the cause of this awful delu- 
sion. The propagators claim 
that there is something to be 
gained by denouncing baptism 
in the name of the Trinity. They 
say there is great blessing in it, 
and that the sanction and ap- 
proval of the Spirit rests upon 
those that follow the teaching.

“Now 
the spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giv- 
ing heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils; “Speak- 
ing lies in hypocrisy; having 
their conscience seared with a 
hot iron.” 1 Tim. 4:1, 2.
